CROP PRICE 
SUPPORTS UP 
IN NEXT YEAR 


The federal government has in- 


creased price supports in 1963 for 
corn, barley, grain sorghum, oats 
and rye, Myles Starner, chairman 
of the Adams County Agricul- 
tural Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion Committee, announced today. 


Starner said the decision to in- 


crease support prices above fig- 
ures announced last month was 
made to carry out the administra- 
tion's program of increasing farm 
income, make further progress in 
balancing feed grain supplies and 
reduce program costs by pulling 
down government stocks. 


By increasing loan rates and 


paying acreage diversion pay- 
ments farm income will be pro- 
tected while at the same time 
livestock expansion, particularly 
of hogs and poultry, will be dis- 
couraged, since the grains owned 
by the government cannot be sold 
at prices less fihan the 1963 loan 
rate plus carrying charges, Star- 
ner said. 
NO FIGURES YET 


While the county has not been 


supplied as yet with the actual 
price support for the grains in the 
county, Starner said the new na- 
tional support price average of 
$1.25 
per bushel for corn will 


probably, if the ratio of prior 
years is followed, mean a base of 
$1.32 
or $1.34 in Adams County. 


The national average price sup- 
port for barley is now 96 cents, 
grain sorghum $2, oats 65 cents 
-*nd rye $1.07. 
' The increase in the corn, barley 
and grain sorghum support is 
brought about by increases in the 
amount loaned and a payment 
per bushel for diverting acreage 
from the grain production. Thus 
the price support for com is 
based, nationally, on a loan of

Easter and Whitsuntide. This 
was echoed in the American 
colonies in 1639 when Puritans 
enacted a law in the general 
court of Massachusetts to 
punish those who "kept Christ- 
mas." 


The law read, "Whosoever 


shall be found observing any 
such day as Christmas or the 
3ike, either by forebearing of 
labor, feasting, or in any other 
way . . . shall be subject to 
to a fine of five shillings." 


The law was repealed hi 


1681 but many of the Puritans 
were not reconcfled to this 
action.

YEAR-ROUND CAMP 


Camp Nawakwa was founded in 


1929 -aV'a' Leadersnip Training 
Camp of the Board of Parish Edu- 
cation of the United Lutheran 
Church in America. With the 
rapid expansion of church camp- 
ing many areas of the church pat- 
terned their camp programs after 
Nawakwa. The camp is now owned 
and operated by the Central Penn- 
sylvania Synod.

No 
injuries were reported. 
Fire Chief Wilbur Stehman said 
the first call on the fire came in 
at 1:58 a.m.

“This could have been a disas­ 
ter if it had not been for the good 
work of our police,” said Mayor 
Bayard Reider.

NASA REVAMPS 
RANGER PLAN 
FOR MOON SHOT 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 
space agency 
started a major 
overhaul 
of 
its 
trouble-plagued 
Ranger moon rocket program to­ 
day. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space 
Administration 
acknowl­ 
edged (hat the action might delay 
its vital lunar research program 
preparatory to manned landings 
on the moon—by several month*. 
But NASA said that the change 
should vastly improve the chances 
of success in obtaining the first 
close-at-hand television pictures of 
the moon, .and of depositing on the 
moon 
instruments 
to 
measure 
moonquakes and to give clues of 
the moon’s geography. 
Information of this type is ab­ 
solutely essential before the first 
man can dare venture onto the 
moon—hopefully by the end of the 
decade. 
The space agency already has 
let contracts for construction of 
the three-man Apollo spacecraft 
that will orbit the moon, and the 
two-man capsules that will be de­ 
tached to carry Apollo crews to 
the moon and back to their or­ 
biting vehicles. 
The agency has been increasing­ 
ly concerned over the continued 
failure of the multimillion-dollar 
Ranger program. 
Five Ranger vehicles have been 
launched. 
The first two were engineering 
test vehicles that met with (inly 
limited success. 
The three others were equipped 
to photograph the moon with tele­ 
vision cam eras and to send this 
date back to earth. 
Only one of these hit the moon. 
and it failed to send back any 
information. Two others missed 
the moon and apparently went 
into orbit around the sun. 
The failure to achieve Ranger 
test goals has been charged pri­ 
marily 
to 
the 
Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory of the California In­ 
stitute of Technology' at Pasa­ 
dena, which has had major re­ 
sponsibility for this program. 
Under the space agency's re­ 
quirement that its key men pro­ 
duce or get out of positions of 
responsibility, the agency already 
has reassigned some of the jet 
lab scientists. Further changes of 
top personnel are considered in 
prospect.

WITH WORKERS

NEW YORK (AP)-Kaiser Steel 


and its workers are tackling two 
of the knottiest labor problems of 
the day—job security under the 
impact of technical advances, and

Loss of jobs to machines and 


loss of profits to rising production 
costs will be the basic issues in 
most of next year's important 
union-management negotiations. 
HELP BOTH SIDES 


Kaiser Steel and its union, the 


United Steelworkers, have worked 
out a plan they hope will have 
something for both sides. Whether 
the plan will work for them is yet 
to be seen. And whether such a 
plan will fit other company situa- 
tions, and other industries, is also 
a question. 


The Kaiser plan is first to re- 


train employes who lose their 
jobs to machines, and second to 
split between the company and 
the workers the increased earn- 
ings from any lowering of produc- 
tion costs per unit—after taxes. 


The two problems are inter- 


twined. They have pushed each 
other up m a spiral to become a 
major labor-management clash, 
which has moved tine administra- 
tion to set up guidelines in the 
public interest. 
MARGIN SHRINKS 


Management charged its profit 


margin was shrinking to nothing 
because of rising labor costs and 
automation was the only way out. 


Labor charged it was being 


pushed out of jobs, and that man- 
agement was profiting from the 
cost cutting much more than it 
would admit. 


The unions have been asking 


higher wages for those still em- 
ployed as a greater share in the 
resulting earnings; greater bene- 
fits for those who suffered from 
automation, and a shorter work 
week to spread the available 
work.

Bosch dropped demands 
for a postponement of the election 
when the charge was withdrawn.

The Congress will draft a new 
constitution, 
Freed of dictatorship by the 
assassination of Rafael Trujillo in 
May 1961, 800.000 to 1.000,000 Do­ 
minicans, from 18 years up, were 
eligible to vote.

MAY GIVE TAX 
DEDUCTION ON 
CUBAN DRUGS 


By JACK BELL 
WASHINGTON (AP)-The Ken* 
nedy administration is consider­ 
ing giving drug manufacturers a 
$25*mil!ion tax deduction on medi­ 
cines donated for the proposed 
Cuban prisoner exchange. 
Administration 
sources 
said 
that if this deduction is granted, 
it would be based on the whole­ 
sale value of drugs assembled for 
shipment to Cuba if Fidel Castro 
released 1,113 captives of the ill­ 
fated 1961 Bay of Pigs invasion. 
The retail value of the drugs 
is $52 million. 
The tax deduction proposal was 
worked out within the administra­ 
tion after key members of Con­ 
gress had made it clear they 
would not go along with the direct 
use of federal funds for the pay­ 
ment of what they called ransom. 
Previously the 
administration 


had unsuccessfully sought clear­ 
ance of influential members of 
the House and Senate appropria­ 
tions committee to put up $13.5 
million in available Central In­ 
telligence Agency funds to pay 
for medical supplies. 
It was stressed in administra­ 
tion quarters that the tax de­ 
duction proposal awaits final, of­ 
ficial approval. 
Among other things, a ruling 
will be required by the Internal 
Revenue Service that Hie con­ 
tributions are deductible. 
It is the assumption in Wash­ 
ington that Castro will accept the 
retail price of the drugs as pay­ 
ment against the $62 million he 
has demanded for the release of 
the prisoners. Food could make 
up the remainder.

MAY GIVE TAX 
DEDUCTION ON 
CUBAN DRUGS 


By JACK BELL 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The Ken- 


nedy administration is consider- 
ing giving drug manufacturers a 
$25-million tax deduction on medi- 
cines donated for the proposed 
Cuban prisoner exchange. 


Administration 
sources 
said 


that if this deduction is granted, 
it would be based on the whole- 
sale value of drugs assembled for 
shipment to Cuba if Fidel Castro 
released 1,113 captives of the ill- 
fated 1961 Bay of Pigs invasion. 
The retail value of the drugs 
is $32 million. 


The tax deduction proposal was 


worked out within the administra- 
tion after key members of Con- 
gress had made it clear they 
would not go along with the direct 
use of federal funds for the pay- 
ment of what they called ransom. 


Previously the administration 


had unsuccessfully sought clear- 
ance of influential members at 
the House and Senate appropria- 
tions committee to put up $13.5 
million in available Central In- 
telligence Agency funds to pay 
for medical supplies. 


It was stressed in administra- 


tion quarters that the tax de- 
duction proposal awaits final, of- 
ficial approval. 


Among other things, a ruling 


will be required by the Internal 
Revenue Service that the con- 
tributions are deductible. 


It is the assumption in Wash- 


ington that Castro will accept the 
retail price of the drugs as pay- 
ment against the $62 million he 
has demanded for the release of 
the prisoners. Food could make 
up the remainder.

SCRANTON IS

WASHINGTON (AP) — Several 
persons from southeastern Penn­ 
sylvania opposing the socalled 
"Blue Route*’ of the proposed 
Delaware Expressway say their 
hopes in opposing the route lie 
with Gov.-elect William Scranton. 
Spokesmen for the group said 
Tuesday Scranton is opposed to 
the route which the present Dem­ 
ocratic administration approved 


last spring. 
Members of the group said they 
want to meet as soon as possible 
with Scranton to discuss their own 
proposals for the $57 million high­ 
way. The route they want is fur­ 
ther west than the proposed ’‘Blue 
Route."
